THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


(Floyd C. Shoemaker) 


The birthday anniversary of Thom­ 
as Adiel Sherw’ood. eminent Missouri 
lawyer and jurist, 
is commemorated 
this week. 
He was horn at Eatonton, 
Ga., on the second of June, 1834, nine­ 
ty-six years ago. 
Coming to Missouri 
as 
a y«»ung 
man, JudftV Sherwood living success­ 
ively irr Sir-Louis,. Cape 
Girardeau. 
Scott, Newton, Lawrence and Greene 
counties, finally making the latter his ' 
home. He built up a wide practice in ! 
southeast Missouri, and established a 1 
fine reputation as a lawyer. 
His ca­ 
reer was crowned 
by 
thirty 
years’ 
service as a judge of 
the 
Supreme 
Court of Missouri, seven years 
of 
which he sat as chief justice. He dis­ 
tinguished himself by the clarity of 
his opinions and the 
excellence 
of 
the English in which they were pre­ 
sented. 
Judge Sherwood wa the son of the J 
Rev. Adiel 
Sherwood, 
who 
became j 
president of Shurtleft’ college. Upper j 
Alton, 111. His mother was formerly 
Miss Emma C. Heriot of Charleston,! 
S. C. The boy received his education 
in Mercier university, in Georgia; at 
Shurtleff college, and at 
Cincinnati 
l.aw School. 
He came to Illinois as 
a youth, and after attending the coi- , 
lege of which his father 
was 
head, | 
moved to Missouri in 1852. 
H * 
was 
admitted to the Missouri bar in Miss- i 
issippi county in 1857, the same year j 
he was graduated from the ( incinna- j 
ti I.aw School. 
Judge 
Sherwood 
became 
well 
known as a practitioner in 
Neosho, 
Mt. Vernon, and Springfield. 
In the 
latter city, which he made his home, 
he was associated 
with 
Henry 
C. 
Young, referred to by one writer 
as 
the “Chesterfield of 
the Springfield 
bar”. 
Judge Sherwood was a 
Democrat 
in politics, described by one editor as 
sympathetic in his attitude 
toward 
the common people, and 
devoid 
of 
aristocratic bias. 
Though of South­ 
ern origin, his forefathers were New 
Englanders, having come to America 
from England in 1735 and settled in 
Connecticut. 
He was first elected to the Supreme 
Court of Missouri in 1872, and 
was 
twice re-elected for ten year terms. 
At bis retirement from the bench 
in 
11*03, Judge Sherwood closed a 
dis­ 
tinguished record, not only for length 
of service but for his grasp of legal 
theory and practice and his visit 
in 
the formulation of his decisions. 
It 
was said of him by a contemporary 
writer that by the time he had round­ 
ed out his thirty years as a Supreme 
Court judge, 99 per cent of his dis­ 


senting opinions had become the opin­ 
ions of the court. 
Courage was one of Judge 
Sher­ 
woods attributes. 
He was a zealous 
defender of liberty, and expressed his 
beliefs, whatever they were, in 
his 
opinions as a Supreme Court judge. 
His championship of free speech 
in 
the case of Marx 
and 
Haas Jeans 
Clothing Company vs. United 
Gar­ 
ment Workers has been cited in this 
connection. 
It was an appeal for an 
injunction against a verbal 
boycott. 
Judge 
Sherwood 
maintained 
the 
right of free speech as asserted in the 
boycott, saying: “If these defendants 
are not permitted to tell the story of 
their wrongs, what becomes of free 
speech, and w’hat of personal liber­ 
ty ? ” 
Judge Sherwood married, in 
1882, 
M iss Mary Ellen Young of Lawrence 
county, Missouri. 
One of their chil­ 
dren was Adiel Sherwood, who was to 
become one of the prominent 
mem- 
bers of the St. Louis bar. 
Retiring from the bench 
in 
1903, 
the judge next devoted his labors t-* 
the writing his “Commentaries 
on 
the Criminal I^aw of Missouri”, pub­ 
lished in 1907. 
In his later years he 
lived in California, at Long 
Beach, 
where he died November 22, 1918, at 
the age of 84.

The severity of cutting or length of 
the cutting season and the treatment 
of asparagus after the cutting season

Cutting 
too 
late 
ex­ 
hausts the plants. 
After the ridges 
have been leveled and the beds have 
been cultivated thoroughly, broadcast 
and work in a good high-grade com­ 
plete fertilizer at the rate of 1000 to 
1500 pounds per acre. Give the bed 
flat culture for the remainder of the 
growing season. 
Practically all farm animals show 
a preference for alfalfa hay cut in the 
early stages of growth, but this does 
not mean that such hay is always the 
best for feeding. 
Some animals, es­ 
pecially horses and mules, do much 
better on hay cut when the alfalfa is 
in full bloom, as 
hay 
cut in 
the 
early stages is somewhat too 
laxa­ 
tive. 
Hogs and 
poultry, 
however, 
cannot handle such coarse material, 
and unless the alfalfa is cut
